proportion of the cost 
falling on this division of the Metropolis 
only amounts to 7.15 per cent. 


Objection has bee: taken in many quarters 
to the ambitions character of the education 
givea. It would be incorrect to say that this 
objection is we.l fonnded.

I have not seen reason greatly to modif 
ny Opirions on pr matters

of what is understood as the School Board 
sare Phat is to say :-— 

1, The provision of schools wherever a 
careful census shows that there are more 
children than cau be accommodated in 
existing echools, 

2. That these schools should be built in a 
sound and durable manner, without needless 
ornament, bat with the best appliances which 
experience sugges’ s. 

3. That the Compulsory law should be 
applied cautiously, but firmly, 

At the last election I ventured to predict 
that, thongh the rate must gradually increase 
owing to the increase in population, it would 
be some years before it reached sixpence in 
the pound, ond that it would never much 
exc-ed that amount. ‘The precepts issued 
during the pist three years have been 5°22d., 
S*l5d, 542d, so that this anticipstion has 
hitherto been realised, and unless the 
Education Department hamper the School 
Board with new aod difficult conditions 
I see no reason why 6d. in the £ should not 
cover the needs of London. 

At the same time, I can hold out no hope 
of a dimtuution of this expenditure. Toose 
who promise you a reduction c:n only 
effect it :— 

1. By engsgiog inexperienced teachers and 
fewer of them. 

2 By ceasing to compel the attendance of 
children. This would save the cost of the 
staff of visitors, and also, by leaving the 
children in the streets, would reduce the 
expenditure in the scaools 

3. By building schools which will last the 
t me of the present generation, but not of 
those who come after them. 

4. By refusing to build schools when 
the increase of population rendera them 
necessary. 

5. By leaving the children who are likely 
to beco.ne criminals to follow that career 
instead of placing them ia :nudus‘rial Schvols 
where they have a chance to become good 
citicons,

It is impossible, within the limits of this

This result has been 
effected at an aunual expencitare whica 
amounts to rather over a rate in the 
That great care is taken in the administration 
of the bye-laws is shown by the fact that 
since the work com:nenced only one in 200 of 
the summonses taken out have been dismissed 
by the magistrates. But little complaint is 
heard of the action of the Board under this 
head, and that iitcle does not emanate from 
tne workiug classes who are chiefly concerned.

NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


A SCHOOL FOR JERUSALEM. 

The Central Committee of the Alliance Isreélite bave issued circular jp 
which they at one step give practical direction to the effurts of the Internationg) 
Palestine Commiesion. It would naturally be thought that Jerusalem is 
vided with every kind of charity, There are alms-hourer, synagogues, hospitals, 
The annual amount of the Chalukah is reckoned by thousands of pounds, Bat 
it turns out that there is not such a thing in Jerusalem as a gchool where 
modern instruction is given. On the contrary, modern instruction is strictly k 
at a distance, by the bigotry of some of the rabbie, from the unfortunate children 
of Jerusalem Jews. The result is that a very backward population of Jews ig 
growing up in the sacred city of Judaism and Christianity—a Very numerong 
and ignorant population of Jews destined to be an opprobrium and danger to 
their brethren throughout the world. Civilised Jews can no longer shot their 
eyes to the presence of this evil. It is high tims that somethiog were dong ty 
remedy it. A modern school is an excellent first step. If we can educate the 
new generation it may learn for itself some wiser method of adn inistering the 
Chalukah than a system which leads to poverty aud vice. For a long time the 
endowments of charities in England were dispensed in a way to pauperise the 
recipients. Most of the administrations have now been reformed, and it is nog 
beyond reasonable expectation that the charities of Jerusalem will in time be 
also reformed. If they are not, we shall certainly all suffer by the existence of 
so galling a reproach in the city of which it is true, more than all others, that 
it is on a hill that cannot be hid. 


THE .RUSSIAN AMBASSADOR. 

Count Schouva'cff, for some time Russian Ainbassador to this country, 

is quitting Ergland. Rumour bas it that he is to succeed Prince Gortschakof 
in the Russian Chance'lerie. Count Schouvaloff bas made many friends 
during Lis stay in England, and has given an _ indication of his 
thorough sympathy with Western civilization by encouraging the expectation 
that when he is in authority the Jews will be treated with tolerance and even 
with justice. We bope this ie a fact, and that Count Schouvaloff will not belie 
the anticipation which has been formed of him. There seems to be something 
numbing to the moral sevee in the frozen mars of the Russian Empire, and evils 
almost banished from the rest of the world continue to be worked there on large 
aid unoffending bodies of men. Prince Gortschakc ff, at the Berlin Congress, 
showei that be had made the unstatesmanlike mistake of taking the effect for 
the cause. He epoke of the degraded state of the Rus-ian Jews as justifying 
the barehnees with which they are trea'ed. Of course the facts are that their 
degradation springs from their oppression. How can it be wondered at that the 
Jews will run any risk to avoid military service when in the Russian army they 
are compelled to disregard almost every precept of their religion and to abandon 
all hope of any improvement in their temporal situation ? Count Schouvaloff 
has lived long enough in England to have become convinced of the fact that as 
goon as in avy country a ruler has treated J-ws with decent fairness, he mabes 
them a most useful part of the population. We trast that in Russia he will act 
upon the experience he has acquired in Great Britain.

“HEALIM AT HOME.” 

Dr. Richardson, the President of the Savitary Congress, has frequently 
enforced the lessons which he desires to teach the rising generation by referring 
to Jewish customs and observances. The learned dector has won for himself an 
European reputation in matters relating to sanitation, and he often confesses his 
obligations to Mosaic precepts for suggestions and corrvborative support t 
theories which he insists have 1eal practical value. It is well known that Dr. 
Richardson has maie longevity amongst us a matter. of special study, and that | 
he has been led to the conclusion that there is no good reason why the normal 
age of man should not be six-score insteal of three score years and tea, The 
theory is that man is structurally so formed that, with proper care, he should 
not reach the full measure of his manhood uutil he has completed the eycle 
allotted by the Pralnist. Since there is such a desire for long life implanted in 
the human breast, since such terrible struggles are made and passionate ner | 
ance offered against death, since such heavy bribes are held out to men of science 
to spin out the thread of life if only a little, how is it that men and — 
every where cut short their lives by at least one-Lalf? Dr. Richardeou’s exp!an- 
ation is that the great masses of the people of this country die early ne 
they are not clean in their habits and surroundings at home. The sevens 
the Sanitary Institute of Great Britain, in order to popularise the objects for 
which the Institute is principally formed, held a pablic meeting at Croydon S 
the 8th, when short, practical papers on Sanitation were read by Dr. Richardson, 
and the gentlemen who had presided over the sectional meetings during the = 
of the Sanitary Congress the previous weck. The meeting was free and wep 
attended. Dr. Richardscn laid special emphasis on the fact that the regen a? 
people of this country were gloomy and dirty, and that some diseases eat ?

the learned doctor remarked that he attributed the longevity of the it :

There is no donbt that the longevity of the 
Jews as a people is due mainly to personal and domestic clear.liness, to the 
observance of dietary laws and to sobriety. The Mosaic precepts are strictly 
in accordance with the requirements of Nature, and now we find that the best 
informed believe that Science and Nature unite in confirming the wisdom of the 
Levitical code, At a moment when there is apparently a desire on the part of 
the rising generation to depart from old fashioned in favour of modern and less 
irksome practices, the testimony of Dr. Richardson will not be without its 
weight. Sammarised it is this: ‘Cleanliness at home tends to good health and 
longevity, and the Jews have better health and live longer than others because 
they are mindful of personal and domestic habits of cleanliness as enjoived by 
their religion. Science and Nature teach that the Jews are right, and if you 
want long life and good health, imitate, in this respect, the Jews.” Bat just 
as the world is being taught to imitate the Jews, some of them themselves make 
haste to relinquish everything worthy of imitation.

SIR JULIUS VOGEL. 

The candidature of Sir Julius Vogel to represent the united borough of 
Falmouth and Penryn in Parliament, has given rise to a slight manifestation of 
: peligious prejudice in the breasts of people who are particularly free from 
ungenerous and ignoble sentiments. Inthe county newspapers there have from 
time to time appeared short letters and articies containing uncomplimentary 
references to the Jews—had Professor Goldwin Smith inspired the epigrams 
they could not have been more pointed against Eari Beaconsfield. When Sir 
Julins’s candidature was openly published, the religious question was actively 
canvassed. The Royal Cornwall Gazette—the leading Conservative paper of 
the county— contains a letter which goes far to prove that Sir Julius Vogel's 
straightforward avowal of his religion and the estimation jn which he holds it, 
has done much towards taking the sting ont of ‘the “religious cry” which had 
been got up against bim. “I am a Jew, and not for twenty elections would I 
disavow it,” was in substance the language which Sir Julius employed, and 
which touched the natural generosity of Cornish electors. In one respect 
Curhishmen are like the Jews—they have racial characteristics: they are inde- 
pendent, impulsive and generous, The late Rev. Dr. Etheridge—one of the very 
few Diesenters who had a competent knowledge of Hebrew Literature and the 
Hebrew people—taught Cornishmen, amongst whom he resided for many years, 
to be ashamed of nursing a spirit of prejudice against the Jews on account of 
their religion. It is satisfactory to note that outside of “ party” Sir Julius’s 
political opponents have not succeeded in raising religiens prejudice ; on the 
contrary, the independent thought and scholarship of the county are in his 
favour as a fit and proper person to represent a Cornish constituency in Parlia- 
ment. We call attention to this matter, entirely apart from politics, as showing 
that the antagonism agaiuet the Jews in Cornwall is so feeble that a political 
contest cannot give it more than transient existence. If Sir Julius is defeated, 
it will be on other than religious grounds, and this marks a great advance in the 
liberal sentiments of the county within the last thirty years. 


THe ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION AT Bricutox.—Baron Henry de Worms, 
President of the Anglo-Jewish Association, will take the Chair at the Inaugural! 
Meeting of the Brighton Branch of the Association, to be held at the 
Brighton Synagogue Chambers on Sonday next. There is no doubt that a 
town so important as Brighton ought to be represented among the branches of the 
Association. For some months of the year.Brighton has a very large Jewish popula- 
tion. and at all times the resident Jewish population is considerable. and on the 
wholé, wealthy. It is the fashion.in certain quarters to sneer at London-Super-Mare, 
and even to call it Jerusalem-by-the-Sea but the tradesmen and lodging-house 
keepers of Brighton would not willingly give up their Jewish customers. Ata time 
of comparative leisure, visitors to Brighton will be more than ordinarily susceptible 
to the claims of public duty, and to appeals in the interest of their less fortunate 
brethren abroad. It is therefore very fitting that the Association which is a sort of 
Foreign Office for English Jews, should be represented at Brighton. 

BERKELEY Srreet SyNacogue.—The Council of the West London 
Synagogue of British Jews have issued a circular to the members, expressing 
their willingness to entertain a proposal which had been made to them, to 
establish religious classes in connection with the synagogue, thereby supplementing 
the pulpit lessons and those given by the Rev. Professor Marks, the Senior Minister, in 
his Confirmation Classes, with which the new classes will in no way interfere. It is 
proposed that the instruction, which will be given by the ministers of the congrega- 
tion, should embrice Bible History, Elementary Hebrew, and the Principles of 
Judaism, ani that the classes shall commence early in January, provided that the 
attendance of not less than twenty-five children (who will be admitied from the age 
of seven up to that of sixteen years) be assured. No fixed charge will be made by 
the synagogue, but it will be open to the parents to make any payments they may 
think proper, to be distributed amongst the ministers giving the instruction, accord- 
ing to the discretion of the Council. : 

JEWISH ASSOCIATION FOR THE DIFFUSION OF RELIGIOUS KNOWLEDGE,—We 
are informed that our announcement as to a resolution of the Committee of the 
Jewish Association for the Diffusion of Religious Knowledge, to issue periodical'y 
publications on Jewish historical and literary subjects, was premature. We under- 
stand that there is a project on foot for issuing such papers, if adequate support, 
both literary and pecuniary, be forthcoming; but that the Committee will not be 
asked to sanction such project unless and until a sufficient amount of support be 
promised.

firn,—As you lately published some remarks on the oppression of our 
brethren in Morocco, and referring to the unfortunate Isaac Amar of Casablan 
I now beg to send you a translation of extracts from a very le gthy article 
which was publiched in a Madrid paper, La Discussion, of the 8th. It begins 
by showing the importance of foreign protection to our coreligio: i-te as follows :—~ 


“ To this protection, which in other countries is utterly worth!ess, great value is 
attached in Morocco, as the most atrocious cruelties are the results of Moorish legis- 
lation, which is nothing but the vile caprices of the Kadis and Bajas.” 


It then goes on :— 


“The Jews are looked on with contempt and abused by the Moors, as their 
barbarous customs cannot patiently come in contact with the civilization of the 
Jews. 

‘It is not more than a year ago that a Moor assaulted a Jew named Isaac Amar, 
in trying to deceive him, who in return struck him with a stick he carried in his 
hand at the time ; a few months later epidemic fever was ravaging and this Moor 
was attacked by it, from the causes of which he succumbed. 

“ The Moor’s family accused Mr. Amar of having been the cause of the Moor's 
death from the effects of the blow he received, and consequently he was tried by the 
Spanish Vice-Consul in Casablanca and dismissed, Amar being a Spanish subject. 
On the Sultan being aware of this decision, he ordered Amar to be seized, no doubt 
at the request of the Moor’s family, but this request was checked by the energy of 
the Spanish Vice-Consul. The case having been thought to be ended, Mr. Amar left 
for Marseilles in pursuit of his business, A few weeks ago he came back to Tangiers 
when, on his arrival], he was seized by the Cadi and chained, ‘I am a Spaniard!’ he 
exclaimed. ‘You are not, Jewish dog !° was the answer, ‘Spain has abandoned you.’ 

‘Poor Israelite! Do our readers know what his fate will be’ It is not only 
death! Death is too little in comparison. It is the torment. that is the death, it is 
death by blows, and by the most atrocious and unheard-of cruelties,” 


It then says :— 


“ Spain abandoned Amar in his affliction when her protection was most needed, 
and what is the fate that awaits him’ The most cruel death, and the confiscation 
of his property, that is complete misery to his children, all due to the acceding of 
our Ambass dor Signor Diosdado to the Moorish Minister's request. 

“Tn vain were the representations made by the most influential gentlemen of 
Gibraltar and Tangiers ; they were even very harshly aud grossly treated in trying to 
influence him in favour of the unfortunate man, and in a just cause,” 

By this your readers w.ll see how great is the 1mportance of foreign protec- 
tion in Morcecco which our Minister Plenipotentiary in Tangiers is so anxious to 
suppress, Had it not been for the humane and gen:lemanly refusal of the 
Awerican avd Italian Ministers to accede to bis reques', no foreign protection 
would now exist, and our bretbren would be abandoned to the merciless tyranny 
of the fanatic Mussulmans, 

Hoping the English public will cry out, for the sake of humanity, against 
the oppression of our coreligionists,

THE UNITED SYNAGOGUE.

Sin,—In two letters appearing in your paper lately, reference has been 
made to a certain Deed of Foundation and Trust assumed to be binding on the 
members of the United Synagogue. The legal effect of this Deed was discussed, 
if I remember rightly, at one of the first meetings of the newly-elected Council 
some nine years since, and, rightly or wrongly, the youthful Board decided to 
adopt the Deed by a large majority Subsequently, the matter was further 
argued in your paper, at my instance, as to whether the Council had power to 
adopt the Deed, and although my view may be open to question, I was under 
the impression that it was tacitly understood that the Deed of Trust should only 
bind those who assented to it, and that any member of the synagogne who 
should deem it right at any time to res‘st any of the provisions of the Deed had 
a legal basia upon which to act. The Council of the Synagogue have adopted 
a wise and popular policy, and I think I may safely say that none of its 
constituents have reason to complain. 

The question of the Deed has, therefore, at the present moment, only a 
technical, theoretical and curious aspect, and were it not for the two letters 
before mentioned from Mr. Henry Kisch and “Lambda,” I should have nothing 
to say. Mr. Henry Kisch in his letter, signed as !/onorary Secretary of the 
Committee of Delegates for the Revision of the Ritual, says: ‘ Any resolution 
adopted must then be submitted to the Chief Rabbi, fn accordance with the 
Deed of Foundation and Trust, bindirg alike on all the Constituent Synagogues.” 
No doubt it will be right to submit the forthcoming report to the Chief Rabbi, 
but I contend that Mr. Kisch is wrong when he uses the word “must,” as my 
contention would be that the Council of the United Synagogue, under the Act 
of Parliament by which it is constituted, is not legally bound to submit any 
of its resolutions for confirmation by the Chief Rabbi. It is a matter of 
congratulation that the good feeling between the Ecclesiastical Board and the 
United Synagogue will permit of the report beiug presented for approval. 

I will now turn to the letter signed “Lambda,” headed somewhat incon- 
sistently “ Reason v, Sentiment,’ inasmuch as somewhat retrograde and 
old-fashioned sentiment seems only to have inepired the writer. This gentleman 
puts forward his views in this way: ‘Some of the Jewish congregations of 
London, jealous of the diminution of any one authority, have provided in the 
Deed of Foundation and Trust which forms part of the constitution of the 
United Synagogue, that ‘No person shall be permitted to preach in a Constituent. 
Synagogue without the consent of the Board of Masagement and of the Chief 
Rabbi’” Now, if I am not very much mistaken, this clause as to the coneent 
of the Chief Rabbi is one that was struck out of the private Act of Parliament 
in the House of Lords. Therefore, 1 put before your readers this conclnosion, 
that the Board of Management of any of the Constituent Synagogues could 
invite Protessor Marks or any other eminent Jewish preacher to deliver a sermon 
without fear of being inhibited by the Chief Rabbi’- Board. 

Approving the general policy of the Council as I have always done, it may 
be asked why should this letter be written? My answer to such a question 
would be that I cannot resist contesting views which appear to me to be 
erroneous.

THE DIVINE NAME IN TIIE REVISED TRANSLATION. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHBONICLE:” 

Sin,—The Greek translators of the Hebrew Scriptures, in the reign of 
Ptolomy Philadelphus, moved by reverence for the Divine Name, did not choose 
to express it in Greek letters, and in place of it wrote‘ ‘The Lord.” This was 
followed by the writers of the New Testament when quoting the Scriptures ; and 
they thus introduced a serious ambiguity. They, at the same time, called Jesus 
“The Lord,” and thus gave the rame name to Jesus and to ihe Almighty, and 
by this inadvertrnce they have not a little moulded the theology of Christendom. 
Gur translators of the Bible in King Jawes the First’s reign naturally and inno- 
cently did the same. But now, since the spread of critical knowledge, those who 


_ wish for faithfulness in the coming Revised Version hope to see some proper 


transcript for the Divine Name used throughout the Old Testament in place of the 
substituted title “ Lord,” since that has been given not only to Jesus, but to other 
persons in the Bible. 

Dr. Benisch, iv his translation, renders the Divine Name by “ The Eternal,” 
and thus very properly removes the ambiguity. Bat there is 9 report current 
that the revisers appointed by Convocation do not mean to remove this iw por- 
tant ambiguity, and propose to continue the use of “The Lord” as a substitute 


for the Divine Name. Against this unfairness, I hope that your influential paper 


will join in protest with

_  §&1r,—Being away from London last Sabbath week I did not obtain your 
jourval of November 7th in time to reply to a few of the remarks which ‘* Nemo” 
makes on my letter which appeared the previous week, I therefore will feel 
obliged if you will afford me a small space in your next issue. As he has divided 
that letter into four parts, for wiich I am obliged, I will be as brief as possible, 
and therefore pass over parts one, two and four, only referring to part three, con- 
cernivg the observance cf the Sabbath and Dietary Laws. “ Nemo” asks, “ am 
I as wise as [ am honest to venture to ventilate my views.” I stated in a pre- 
vious letter I was not as intelligent as that learned gentleman, but I feel thankfal 
to know he considers me honest, as honesty is as much a fundamental principle 
of Judaism a3 Sabbath and Dietary Laws, but I am independent, and as Sabbath- 
breakers do not blush at publicly desecrating that day and alev openly partaking 
of forbidden food, I will not blush at being thought a bigot because I denounce 
those practices. It is also too true what “ Nemo” says, “a great deal of laxity 
in our religion is winked at,” bat why, becanse our Preachers (I use the word 
Preachers because | maintain we have no ministers in our religion) are not inde- 
pendent or wish not to get unpopular with the community. ; 

Nemo ” states, “ my arguments are weak to a degree,” perhaps they are, 
but when he sums up his criticising on my letier by stating reformed ritual will 
give us outward devotion and that will be an enormous gain; if that is all it will 
do, I leave it to the community to judge whose arguments are the stronger. I 

refer inward Judaism, morality, honesty, observance of the Dietary Laws and

I am continually an eye-witoess to. I have returned to my hotel from syna 

in the couotry on a Sabbath to find the sons of London firms, who close thei 
warehouses on that day, attending to the business of that firm the sav¢ as — 
ordinary working-day. I have seen in more than one town firms which close a 
London have their branch establishments open on Sabbath in the country; al : 
others with notices on the door that business will be resumed at three o'clock 
the afternoon Cs compromise with the Almighty, we will keep half the Sabbath) 
I have been told by consistent Gentiles that they know firms in London that 
close on Sabbath their front door, but transact their business at the back doop 
I have even in my travels seen Ieraelites eating swine’s flesh and publicly boast. 
ing of setting the Holy Law at defiance. 

Only last Sabbath week 1 thought of spending the day in the Jewish cow. 
munity at Norwich, as that congregation had just issued an appeal for funds to 
get them out of debt. I attended the synagogue, the sole member present beip 
theChazan. 1 spent the remainder of that day at my hotel amongst consistent 
Gentiles rather than perambulate the streets and see the members’ Warehouses 
open. I am cognizant of a congregation, and an influential one too, with empt 
benches of adultes on the Sabbath, but attended by ladies and children, and, 
placard at the entrance stating, every Sabbath at 12 o'clock an English sermon 
will be delivered. Now, as every Jew koows, the sermons in this country are 
delivered in English, the notice must be intended to invite Gentiles to fill the 
empty benches of the members. I aleo know a large community where the 
majority of the members open their business houses every Sabbath at two o'clock 
and I once asked the Preacher of that congregation to inform me in his sermon 
of the eucceeding Sabbath whether the Jews of that town were under the impres- 
sion that Sabbath terminated at two o'clock in the afternoon f Lis answer waa, | 
am afraid it will do no good. I maintain, whether it would do good or not, it is 
the Jewish preacher's vocation to try and do good, but we only have preachers 
for fashion. I know a preacher who, when he takes his summer holiday, boasts 
he takes with him to bis hotel his shocbet and cook. This is the deplorable state 
Judaism isin. To alter this is of more importsnce than the ritual ; if you donot 
wish to do this first, then do both together. 

“Nemo ” says, what shall we do with our Parnassim, &c ? I will tell him. 
Let our preachers be independent and traly Orthodox ; let them copy the late 
Rev. Isaac Leeser, ot Philadelphia, who, if the Parnass of his congregation told 
him to cal! up to the reading of the Law a person who desecrated the Sabbath, 
refused to do so. I have no inilaence, but “ Nemo” has. I ask him in his 
next letter to request the Rev. A. L. Green, the senior preacher in this country, 
and whom every one respects, to sef the exaw ple ; aleo let the mewbers of Jewish 
schools never elect a president who is not a strictly observant Jew, for he shonld 
set an example to the young whom he presides over. As regards our charities, 
it is of no material importance who is at the head ; in a matter of. charity I wil 
go hand-in-hand with any one Jew or Gentile. In a word, if, as “ Nemo” says, 
a Synod to revise the ritual he wishes 1 may get, then have a Synod of preachers 
to devise some means of better observing the Sabbath and Dietary Laws. Will 
a modification of the ritual make the rising generation better Jews ? Not whilst 
the parents set them the example of not observing the fundamental principles of 
Judaism. 

I would advise the Committee for the modification of the ritual to recom- 
mend that every chazan should be probibited from saying Grace at a wedding 
banquet, if the food is not prepared in accordance with the dietary laws. 

“ Nemo” promises you a long letter about the work of the modern ritual 
being the work-of the privters. I can, in a few lines, tell yon the work of the 
modern American ritual is the work of the seceding rabbis who had a printing 
office of their own, and got the coin themselves; this is the reason why almost 
every congregation had a different ritual. 

” Nemo," ] am till of the opinion you go the wrong way to make the rising 
generation better Jews. 1 hope, after reading some of your subsequent letters, 
I may alter my opinivu

A meeting of the Board of Shechita was held on Thursday, 
were present : Mr. HENRY SOLOMON, in the Chair ; Messrs, M. Seana Seria a 
Hi, A. Israel. P. London, Samuel Montagu, A. N. Myers, J. Pariente, I. Pick. Michael 
Sqmuel. The Rev. Dr, Hermann Adler and the Rey. B. Spiers. Dayan, attended as 


gssessors. 

The following resolution, p by Mr. I. Pick, was paesed unanimously :— 
That at all future meetings of the Board the Jewish press be invited to noc n Kio 

to be present and be permitted to publish the proceedings. 

The Balance-Sheet for the past half-year was submitted to the meeting and the 
several items were considered. Mr. Davin Davis. Treasurer of the United Syna- 

e. criticised several particulars, Mr. SAMUEL Montagu gave to the meeting 

lanations of the manner in which the income of the Board was now raised and the 
expenditure arranged. A discussion also arose on the subject of the division of the 
surplus revenue of the Board. The income of the Board is raised by means of a small 
tax on each head of cattle and poultry killed by the slaughterers in the employ of the 
Board. After the salaries of the shochetim, shomerim, secretary and collector and other 
expenses are paid, the surplus is divided in certain proportions between the Spanish 
and Portuguese and the United Synagogues. There is also a superannuation fund to 
which the shochetin and shomerim contribute. Mr. D. Davis urged that altera- 
tions were necessary in some departments. Mr. S. MonTacu said that at a later 

iod of the meeting he would propose that a sub-committee should be charged with 
the task of preparing a code of laws for the administration of the Board and the 
committee would have under consideration the points referred to by Mr. Davis. In 
connection with the consideration of the Balance-Sheet a discussion also arose with 
respect to the Superannuation Fund of the Board. Mr. Davis complained that pen- 
sions were charged to revenue and not to this Fund. The CHArmMan and Mr. Pick 
defended the system. 

The Balance-Sheet having been adopted, 

Mr. M. CASTELLO moved that £360 of the surplus revenue for the half-year be 
divided among the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue and the United Synagogue in 
the usual proportions, viz. : one fourth to the former and three fourths to the latter. 
The apportionment in the previous half-year amounted to £250. Mr. DAvVIs moved 
that £400 should be divided between the synagogues. Mr. P. Loxnpon seconded the 
—— The amendment was negatived by 5 to 4, and the resolution was then 
carri 

Mr. SAMUEL MONTAGU brought before the meeting the subject of the election of 
new shochetim for poultry. Mr. Montagu explained that on the death of Mr. Rintel, 
about twelve years ago, Messrs Landau and Mesquita were appointed the poultry 
shochetim, the revenue derived therefrom being divided between them, the engage- 
ment being at the pleasure of the Board, subject to a month's notice. A short 
time ago the work had much increased and the Board resolved that Messra. 
Landau and Mesquita should be assisted, and the Board thought that the 
proper and most expedient course would be to pay the slanghterers a salary. 
the revenue being paid into the funds of the Board as was the practice with the 
slaying of cattle. Just before the holidays the Board was served, on behalf of the 
poultry «/ochetim, the servants of the Board, with a lawyer's letter to vacate their 
premises, but others equally suitable in the immediate neighbourhood were secured. 
Messrs. Mesquita and Landau had also brought the matter before the Beth Din, and 
had acted generally in a most unbecoming manner. However, they had tendered an 
apology and he would not further comment on their conduct. With regard to the 
election, the Board had received a revenue of £266 7s. 4d. for twenty-five weeks, and 
it might be fairly assumed that the revenue for poultry slaying would amount to about: 
£6) per annum. There were twenty-six applicants for the vacant appointments. He 
would move that the poultry slayers be engaged at the same talary as the other 
slaughterers—the salary increasing at the same rate, viz., £2 a week, increasing to 
£1 per week with superannuation for new men, and £4 per week and superannuation 
if Mesers. Mes. uita and Landau were elected, they having been in the Board's service 
fora number of years, 
temporarily employed by the Board, and Mr. Mesquita, one of the old slaughterers. 
The Board should not desire at present so much to obtain a revenue from the poultry 
slaying as to improve the present arrangements. He thought it would be advisable 
to elect three poultry slaughterers. 

The CHAIRMAN said that the Ecclesiastic:! Authorities considered that three 
tlaughterers were necessary. 

Mr. 8 Monracu moved, and Mr, M. seconded, that Mr. Meequita 
and Mr. N. Levi be elected the poultry slayers. 

Mr. I. Pick said that a Ba}lot should be held. 

_Mr. H. A. IsRAkL congratulated the Board upon its resolution to admit represen- 
* tatives of the press to ita meetings. Before the meeting elected Mr. Mesquita as one 
of the poultry slaughterers the Board should receive a much more ample apology 
from him than he had yet sent for the manner in which he, a servant of the Board, 
. had insulted them. He moved that the election should be adjourned. The meeting 

had been called only to consider the applications. Mr. I. Pick seconded the adjourn- 
ment. He urged that the Board should maintain its authority over its servants. Mr. 
CASTELLO said that it would be most inconvenient and inexpedient to let the question 
remain open any longer than was absolutely necessary. The most prudent course 
would be to adopt that propored by Mr. Montagu. 

After some further discussion, the amendment for the adjournment of the e’ection 
was carried, When it was put as asubstantive motion.a furtherdiscussion eusued onthe 
relative merits of the several candidates ; an incidental question in this discussion was 
whether the former poultry slaughterers, who had tendered apologies to the Board, 
should be re-appointed.

The Soticitor and SecreTary (Mr. Lewis Emanuel) reported that since the 
last meeting he had put himeelf in communication with several of the Jewish 
charities in London relative to the Charity Expenses and Accounts Bill then before 
the House of Commons ; and which proposed to levy a tax of 1 per cent. on the en- 
dowments of such charities as are bound to send annually to the Charity Commis- 
sioners an account of their endowed income, The Bill having been withdrawn by 
el ee of the Exchequer, no further action had been taken on behalf of the 

The So.ictror and Secretary reported that in the early of the year the 
Board had given its attention to the case of a Jew at Hull who had been prose- 
cuted for infringing the Lord's Day Act, and that subsequently he had been requested 
by the Law and Parliamentary Committee to collect information as to the laws of the 
United States bearing on the subject of enabling persons to work on Sunday. Ac- 
cording to the information collected. it appeared that the subject is not dealt with 
by the Congress at Washington. but is relegated to each of the thirty-eight States to 
legislate thereon ns they deem fit. With the exception of the State of Lousiana, the 
laws of which absolutely forbid working on Sundays, all other States specially exempt 
Jews and Seventh Day Baptists from prosecution for carrying on their vocations 
on the first day of the week. In Kansas the law declares that persons observing the 
seventh day as their Sabbath shall not be subject to military duty, except in the 
event of an insurrection br: aking out, or to serve as jurymen, on that day. 

Letters were read from the Mr. Hermann Bush with regard to irregularities in 


'the solemnization of marriages, and in matters concerning interments at Hull. 


Letters were also read from Roumania, dated July last, with regard to the expulsion 
of Jewish families from certain districts, and from Safed and Hebron, written in the 
— of Tamuz, appealing for assistance, owing to the great distress then prevailing 
there. 

The balance-sheet of the last half year was submitted and adopted. The expen- 
diture during that period amounted to abont £170, and was apportioned among the 
several congregations represented at the Board 

The minutes of the conferences with the Anglo-Jewish Association were read. 
The first had reference to a meeting held in the month of July to arrange for the 
deputation which waited upon Lord Salisbury on the 25th of that month on the sub- 
ject of the emancipation of the Jews in Roumania. The second conference took 
place on the 17th of November (as stated in the Jewish Chronicle of Friday last) to 
take steps for addressing Lord Salisbury on the same subject. A draft memorial to . 
the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, was submitted to that meeting by Mr. 
Alfred G. Henriques, and it was resolved to forward a memorial embodying the views 
expressed in the draft The memorial, as ultimately adopted, was read, It was re- 
solved that the memorial be entered on the minutes.of the Board, 

The meeting terminated with a vote of thanks to the Chair. 


THE INTERNATIONAL PALESTINE COMMITTEE. 
The Central Committee of the Alliance Ieraélite Universelle have issued an 


important circular to the mem bers of the International Palestine Committee, of 
which the following is a trarstlation: 


Paris. th November, 1879. 

Sir—On the 15th of August last, we had the honour of asking you when and 
where the International Committee for the work in Palestine should meet. Whilst 
we were awaiting the replies from Europe and Americs, and whilst the Roumanian 
question caused us to make further delays, the season advanced and the convening 
of a meeting became difficult. We were, nevertheless, considering what date we cou'd 
fix it for—taking into account the replics we had obtained—when we received a visit 
from the Consul General of France in Jerusalem, who, whilst calling cur attention 
anew to the sad condition of the Jews in that city and to the necessity for rem:+dying 
it. more. than ever urged and encouraged us to establish a school there, and gave us the 
assurance that this work, before which we had always recoiled owing to the special 
difficulties connected therewith, cou'd now be uodertaken with every chance of 
eueccess, and would meet, from the Consular body as also perhaps from a part of the 
Jewish population, with an unusual support of good will and sympathy. It is this 
school. to which would be added, later on, works for apprenticing and orphanages, 
which would become the starting point for our action in Jerusalem, and in which 
would be recruited Jewish artisans, the future pupils of the Agricultural School at 
Jaffa. The expenses for this institution, or for those who might be e-tablished later 
on in Jerusalem and other cities in Palestine, would be considerable, and therein lies 
the great difficulty. We cannut hope that we shall suce-ed in drawing towards our- 
selves the valuable gifts annually transmitted to that country from Russia. Morocco, 
and Algeria, or even the gifts sent by our Western communities. Besides, the ( hiluka, 
which is from certain points of view the real and sole scourge of Palestinian Judaism, 
can only be suppressed progressively and when new generations, having received from 
a bette: education a higher sense of dignity, and being provided, thanks to a profes- 
sional, agricultural or commercial education, with other means of subsistence, will 
spontaneously refure to live by alms, the least inconvenience of which is to maintain 
idleness and laziness. All our efforts should tend to bring about this result, avd the 
establishment of a good school in Jerusalem, where it is astonishing not to find a 
Jewish ivstitution of this kind by the side of those which have been founded there 
by all other religious bodies, will be the first step to take in this direction. 

It will therefore be useful, before any meeting is held, that the members of 
the International Work should thoroughly study this situation, in order that the pro- 
jected meeting may have a determined object and direction. We have the honour to 
<ubmit to them provisionally the following questions, to which we beg to direct their 
most earnest attention : 

1. What are the institutions, which it is urgent and practical to establish in 
Palestine and first of all in Jerusalem (boys’ and girls’ schools, works for 
apprenticing, orphanages, Xc.)? 

2. What the the International Committee could count in 
order to found these institutions, and by means of what organisation could 
these resources be procured and developed! 

+ In the meantime, turning to the most urgent point, can the members of the 

International Committee give their assistance for the foundation of a 
primary school in Jerusalem. or suggest the proper means of action for 
collecting the necessary funds? From 100,000 to 120,000 francs would be 
required for the purchase of the school (the purchase money of the ground 
included) and about 30,000 francs per annum for current expenses,

REFORMS IN ASIA MINOR. 


Souetuine of diplomatic mystery still shrouds the question of reform in Asia 
Minor. The contradictory reports as to orders given tothe Mediterranean fleet 
gave rise to vague speculations. in this country, and it was generally supposed 
that in his Guildhall speech, the Paime Mryistex would make a statement 
which would set speculation at rest on a question of no ordinary interest. 
The Eart of speech, however, contained no specific allusion 
to the subject ; and nothing but the broad factremains that England has brought 
pressure to bear to induce the Turkish Government to carry out effectively 
reforms in the administration of Asia Minor. This journal dces not enter into 
the arena of party politics. We carefully watch the acts of successive Govern- 
ments, in order to ascertain the extent to which their movements and 
combinations will affect the destinies of our race throughout the world. It 
is scarcely too much to say that no political combination takes place amongst 
civilized nations which does not, to some extent, interest or affect our race. 
This is especially the case in all questions relating to the East, and, in the 
East, Asia Minor occupies for us a central position. If subjected to rigid 
tests, it may appear unreasoning that scattered millions of people inhabiting 
all climes, speaking all languages, and subject to all forms of government, 
should yet turn towards the East with the utmost solicitude, and feel for 
‘the Holy Land a reverence and affection which centuries of exile are incapable 
of eradicating. In this, as in some other respects, the Jewish mind is 
peculiarly constituted. Other races have been expatriated and have forgotten 
the land from which they sprang, other races bave colonized lands and have 
founded distinct ‘nationalities, or have only hung on to the parent stem by 
the slender ligatures of language and custom. It is not so with the Jews, 
Citizens of all countries they are Jews, and through cach and all there runs 
a sympathetic chord which vibrates to the touch of the skilled player. For 
us, then, the question of reforms in Asia Minor is one of the deepest interest. 
Individually we may be content with our surroundings, but neither reason nor 
the philosophies of the schools can induce us to’forget that Asia Minor is 
the cradle of our race, the home of our religion, and that at some future 
period, it will witness the culminating grandeur of our spi:itual. mission. 
Some fifteen months ago, it was officially announced that England had 
assumed the Protectorate of the Turkish provinces in Asia. The terms of 
the undertaking were explicit. The Turkish provinces in Asia, in which 
humerous Jews reside, have long groaned under Ottoman misrale, The 
Jews, as Jews, have not fared worse than their neighbours, There has’ been 
an impartial equality in suffering amongst the native populations in these 
provinces, without regard to race or religion. Mahommedan, Christian and 
Jew have been looked on by Turkish officials with unprejudiced vision when 
they possessed anything which might be confiscated by official rapacity. 
They stood on the common platform of confraternity of suffering when 
rapacious Beys or Pachas wanted plunder either for themselves or for the 
Central Government. An apparently well-informed correspondent of the 
Levant Herald recently wrote to his journal, “ official corraption has 
proceeded to such an extent that the whole body politic appears to be tainted, 
and there are depths of iniquity here which are unfathomable.” This forcible 
language is not new when employed respecting Turkish misrule in Asia 
Minor. It is. language with which the English Government has long been 
familiar ; successive Consuls and Commissioners have reported that nothing 
human could exceed the abnormal greed of the official classes. In a civilized 
country—as we understand civilization—the imposition and payment of 
taxes pre-suppose order and stability, In Asia Minor taxes are imposed and 
enforced, and neither order nor stability, nor personal security is ensured, 
It is not the Sourax who reaps the full benefit of the oppression of his 
subjects, for only a small proportion of the taxes gathered come into his 
hands; the sums raised filter through several grades of officials, each resery- 
ing for himself what his superior will permit, and a small residue alone 
reaches the Imperial Treasury at Constantinople. The tithes in the district 
of Kharpool alone fell in one year from 60,000 measures to 19,000, when 
the Government collected them directly instead of allowing them to be 
collected in the ordinary way; and this is a practical illustration of the 
withering oppression under which the Asiatic subjects of the Porte have 


lived, and the immense plunder which rapacious Pachas have enjoyed. The 


corruption of Turkish officials both in Europe and in Asia is no secret to 


European Governments: and when England undertook the Protectorate of 


Asia Minor, everyone knew that immense responsibilities had been incurred 
which would require tact, jadgment and firmness to discharge. The pro- 
mises of the Porte no one believed would be carried out unless under pressure, 
More than a year was allowed to elapse before Turkey was called on to carry 
out practical reforms. This was prudent. Exhausted by a long and deso- 
lating struggle with Russia, rent with domestic anarchy, Turkey was not in 
a position to cope effectively with the systems of scientific corruption of Beys 
and Aghas in her Asiatic provinces. Vigour is not one of the dominant attri- 
butes of the Porte, and after waiting more than a year for the execution of 
promised reforms, the English Government commissioned Sir Heyay 
Layarp to proceed to Syria and make investigations, What Sir H. Laraap 
has reported we do not know. On this point Lord Bsaconsriztp in his 
Guildhall speech was silent. The energetic action of the Cabinet on the Porte 
is, however, sufficient to guide us to the conclusion that Sir H. Layarp 
found the Asiatic provinces of Turkey much in their old condition, and that 
there was the danger that the promised reforms would become dead letters 
unless some extreme pressure was brought to bear on the authorities at Con- 
stantinople, Ifthe motto which the Earn of Beaconsr1eup adopted as suitable 


for a British Ministry—IJmperium et libertas—is to apply to Asia Minor, we | 


are content. If England’s interpretation of liberty is to prevail, then our 
Eastern brethren have a future of comparative freedom from oppression and 
of prosperity in store for them, if they will only avail themselves of the great 
advantages which England cannot fail to introduce, The question is not a 
minor one. Every year increasing numbers of Jews emigrate to the Holy 
Land to live or to die there. They are actuated often by religious motives 
which we cannot discourage, though we may deprecate the influx of poor 
persons among a population unhappily too poor already. Wise reforms 
properly carrie] out would, without doubt, change the conditions under which 
the great mass of our brethren live in the East, and greatly lighten the 
anxiety and labours, and pecuniary responsibilities of the Western Jews. If 
education were encouraged, stability secured, tenures settled and permanent, 
it would be less difficult for the Anglo-Jewish Association, the Alliance 
Israclite, and for other kindred institutions to deal effectually with the com- 
plex questions of Jewish education and interests in the East than at present, 
Apart then, frem general principles of humanity, we as Jews are directly 
interested in the carrying out of the reforms in Asia Minor. 

The attitude of the Government respecting them is only consistent with 
the reiterated professions made in both Houses of Parliament by Ministers 
during the past Session. It is only the fulfilment of pledges given some- 
times in plain official language, and sometimes with the fervid eloquence of 
finishéd rhetoric. The protestations of Members of the Cabinet against a 
critical scepticism which refused to see in an English Protectorate over Asia 
Minor anything but the tinsel trappings of a theatrical yet meaningless 
policy, are now shown to have been made in good faith, Lord Sanpon’s 
speech in the House of Commons has additional significance now that a 
pronounced step has been taken to secure a condition of things which he 
said he believed would follow British interference. Lord Sanpon had 
visited Asia Minor during the recess. He had stood over the tombs of 
ancient civilizations, and realised the unutterable ruin which overlay them. 
Investing the vanished civilizations of the East, there are mysterious but 


imperishable glories. For generous minds they possess a fascination which 


the presence of seething corruption itself cannot entirely dispel. In Asia 
Minor he saw populations squalid and debased, he saw desolation where 
fruitful plains once yielded abundance, he saw ruins where stood the em- 
poriums of the world, he saw crass ignorance in the homes of the ancient 
philosophies ; but he saw more, he saw populations inviting Western Civili- 
zation to repay some of the debt which it owed to antecedent greatness. 
«When are you coming?” was the question which greeted him. Such a 
question, asked in such a land, was as though the “dry bones ’ of the valley 
which for centuries had been bleaching under the eyes of a pitying sun, were 


impatient to be clothed anew. And his Lordship replied “‘ We are coming!” 
We are coming with the steam-plough, with railways, with scientific irriga- 


tion, with all the resources of applied science, to restore to the East some of 
its fruitfulness, and develope some of its unexhausted resources. We are 
coming with edneation to quicken the dormant faculties of races perishing 
for want of knowledge, We are coming with just principles of finanze to 
take from off the shoulders of the poor the grinding burdens which the 
oppressor has placed on them, and to do battle with the pestilence which 
official corruption has bred. The assurance which his Lordship gave to the 
native races that England was coming has been in part fulfilled. As 
we have shown, this step is not without its deep interest to the Jewish race. 
We may have to wait a long time before all that has been promised will be 
achieved. There will be obstacles to overcome, prejudices to soften, in- 
terests to conciliate, and direct opposition to remove before Eastern Ciyili- 
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zation will live again, strengthened and expanded by the resources of the 
West. But we may rest satisfied that a British Protectorate in Asia 
Minor will mark a new era, and be the point of a fresh departure which 
will lead to important results. It may be generations before all 
that Lord Sanpon foreshadowed is accomplished, but it will be a 
great achievement to lay the foundations of a new upon an old long-buried 
civilization. History, tradition and example will combine to further the work 
of regeneration in Asia Minor when it is once seen that Creat Britain 
believes the East can live again, and that she has the power to enforce 
those measures of reform, the absence of which are fatal to the growth and 
existence of natione. For every reason the Government which attempts to 
carry out practical and legitimate reforms in Asia Minor must have the 
warmest sympathies of British Jews. 


DEATH OF MR. I. L. MOCATTA. 

We regret to announce the death of Mr. I. L. Mocatta, who died at Reading 
on the 12th, and was buried on Sunday last at the cemetery of the West London 
Synagogue of British Jews. : 

"lees Lindo Mocatta, the youngest son of Moses Mocatta, was born in 1818 
In early life he was established as a merchant in South America, and in later 
years visited Australia, &c. He settled in England, married in 1857, and eve 
took great interest in communal charities, actively joining the Visiting Com- 
mittee of the Board of Guardians, and acting as Chairman of the Jewish Model 
Lodging Houses. He leaves afamily of six children. During the last seventeen 
years he had been a great sufferer, and latterly a confirmed invalid. 

His literary labours principally consisted in two religious works entitled 
‘Moral Biblical Gleanings,” and “ The Jewish Armoury.” He was the author 
of several of the “ Sabbath Readings” issued by the Jewish Association for the 
Diffusion of Religions Knowledge. He also wrote a secnlar work entitled 
‘“‘Times and Places,” and several other secular productions. 

The remains of the deceased were brought from Reading on Sunday, and 
arrived at about half-past eleven at Paddington, where several members of the 
family were waiting to receive the body. The funeral procession having arrived 
at the cemetery, the usual burial service was impressively read by the Rev. 
Prof. D. W. Marke. Among the moarners were the eldest son of the deceased, 
Mr. D. Mocatta, Mr. 8. Mocatta, Mr. A. Mocatta, the Rev. Prof. D W. Marks, 
the Rev. A Liéwy, the Kev. P. Magnus, Mr. Nahon and others. 

Although the deceased was for some years an invalid, he did not cease 
taking great interest in philanthropic movements. He had an intense religious 


feeling, and this helped to strengthen the gentle patience with which he bore 
his physical suffering.

DEATH OF Dr. ErnHOoRN OF New Yorxk.—On the 2nd, the Rev. Dr. Einhorn: 
ex-minister of the Temple “ Beth El” of New York. died in that city in his 70th 
year. On July 12th last, Dr. Einhorn delivered a farewell address at his Temple and 
retired from active duties, Born at Dispeck, Bavaria, November 10th, 1809, his pio- 
ficiency as a student was soon marked at the Rabbinical School at Fiirth. He 
attended the universities of Erlangen, Wurzburg and Munich, between 1828 and 1834, 
and became Rabbi in Mecklenberg-Schwerin. Then called to Pesth, as Rabbj of the 
Reformed Congregation, where he advocated extreme measures for those days, his 
liberatism aroused the dissatisfaction of the Government, and his Temple was Closed. 
In 1855 he went to Baltimore, and became the most prominent and erudite advocate 
of “ the party of progress,” publishing a monthly, the Sinai, exercising influence by 
the strength and energy of his character, and the solid learning which had 
gained him reputation in Europe, His known opposition to slavery aroused the 
ire of the Baltimoreans, in the days of 61. Being called to Philadelphia as Rabbi of 
the Reform Congregation, he finally was invited to take charge of the Temple, 
“ Adas Jeshurun,’ formed in New York in 1866, which in 1873 was consolidated with 
the “Anshi Chesed,” under the name “Beth El.” The deceased was buried on the 
6th. A solemn funeral service, attended by all the leading Jewish clergymen and 
members of the Jewish community, was held in the Temple. An address was delivered 
in English by the Rev. Dr. K, Kohler, and an address in German by the Rev. Dr. 


Samuel Hirsch of Philadelphia. A memorial service was also hel in the Temple on 
Sunday, the ‘th, 


New Anti-Jewisn Crusape.—The Rev. Morris Joseph preached at the 
Princes Road Synagogue, Liverpool, last Sabbath, on the story of Isaac and Abimelech, 
Between the incidents of that story and the fortunes of Israel there was a close re- 
semblance, inasmuch as the persecution which the Jewish race had euffered had 
been, more often than was commonly thought, like the harsh treatrrent which the 
patriarch suffered at the hands of the Philistines, the result of jealousy and even 
fear. The preacher illustrated this by several passages in Jewish history. Not a 
little of the dread which the Jew had excited had sprung from the very same circum- 
stance which made Isaac an object of fear to the Philistines, and which at length 
brought them as suppliants to him—the circumstance that, in spite of the attempts 
made to crush him, he still managed to prosper. The same cause was producing 


like results at the present moment. The fiat was repeated to-day which was uttered 


thousands of years ago : “ Go from us, for thou art much mighter than we.”—a fiat 
which was sought to be carried out either by actual banishment or social ostracism. 
Such a sentiment represented, of course, but a very small proportion of the opinion 
of the civilized world. But they must be prepared for such phenomena as those 
upon which he was commenting. The embers would still continue to smoulder 
when the fire of bigotry and prejudice had all but burnt itself ont. There was a 
lesson, however, to be learnt from this apparently paradoxical outbreak of intolerance 
in an enlightened age, and it was the patriarch’s life that suggested it. The rabbins 
pointed out that the Philistines only made overtures for a reconciliation with Isaac 
when he had built an altar and so publicly declared his loyalty to the God of 
Abraham. Then it was that the Philistines perceived that the Almighty was with 
the patriarch as he had been with his father, and that, like Abraham's success, his 
prosperity was the result of a divine love and protection which had been won by per- 
sistent faith and obedience. In like manner. if they wished the last vestige of the

ROUMANIA. 


The following is a <-ny of thé memorial addreseed to Lord Salisbury on be. 
half of the Board of Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association on the subject 
of the Emancipation of the Jews of Roumania. 


November 11th, 1879, 

My Lord,—We respectfully beg leave to direct your attention to the presen} 
aspect of the Jewish Question in Roumania. After the reply which your lordship 
was pleased to make to the deputation which had the honour to wait upon yon on 
the 25th of July last, we fully believed that the Roumanian Government would haye 
conceded complete emancipation to the Jews in Roumania, in accordance with the 
44th clause of the Treaty of Berlin of 1878, and with the expressed views of the 
Governments of the Great Powers. Such expectation has however not been fulfilled, 
and we venture again most respectfully to urge on your Lordship the claims of the 
Jews in Roumania to complete emancipation, and to point out to your Lordship the 
inadequate character of the naturalisation which the Roumanian Government haye 
offered to the Jews. 

Under the recent law passed by the Roumanian legislators, emancipation ix not 
granted as a right; it has, except in a few insignificant instances, to be prayed for by 
petition as a peculiar privilege, which may or may not be granted. This is not in 
accordance with the terms of the 44th clause of the Berlin Treaty, The recent lay 
also declares the qualifications of those whoare entitled to petition for their emanci. 
tion, and therein still adheres to the old doctrine that the Jews of Roumania, althongh 
born and resident in the country, are aliens because they are Jews. 

We would point out to your Lordship that excepting the pro forma repeal of 
Article 7 of the Roumanian Constitution, none of the oppressive and restrictive laws 
against the Jews have been abrogated, and that such repeal, in consequence of the 
stringent limitation of the qualification entitling to emancipation is more specion; 
than real, and also that the commercial restrictions affecting Jews of forcign nation- 
ality remain unchanged and unaltered. 

Under these circumstances we beg leave to urge the claims of our Roumanian 
coreligionists on your Lordship, trusting that with the high sense of justice for which 
your Lordship is well known, your Lordship wil! do all that can be done to defeat the 
specious action which the Roumanians are endeavouring to impose upon Europe that 
they have fulfilled the conditions of the Berlin Treaty, and have thus become en. 
titled to full recognition as an independent state.

THE REV. A. L. GREEN ON THE PRAYER BOOK. 


THE 


On Sunday lest the fourth session of the Meetings tor the Stud brew 
Literature was inaugarated by the Rev. A. L. who end the A 
series of papers on “The Jewish Prayer Book: the History of its Kise and 
Development.” 

Mr, Green said ; I am requested by the Committee to bid you welcome to 
the fourth session of the meetings for the promotion of the stndy of our old and 
valued literature. When it is considered how slighted in this country is the 
study of our literature, for this society to have lived for four years is much in 
its favour, and in its way, may be regarded as a little wonder. ‘It may be neces- 
sary for me to remind you of the conditions under which these meetings were 
started. It was felt that if Judaism was to be handed down to succeeding 
generations in all its pristine purity, this can never be the act of the Synagogue 
alone, where 80 many pray In a language they do not understand, but to which they 
cling through habit, associatione,charm of tunes,and where men and women attend 
to perfunctorily go through the service. It was therefore suggested by some 
earnest friends that the origin and history of our services, as carried out at the 
present day, should be explained It was felt, and properly felt, that no modifi- 
cation of our service as to the time and character of our prayers nttered in 
God’s House can produce a salutary effect unlees worshippers understand what 
they say. We may omit every line of piyat, and yet not be able to effect the 
improvements in our service which all have at heart. The first and most ersen- 
tial improvement must be an improved knowledge, Never shall we have an im- 

roved service until every child understands Hebrew, and knows something of 
the history of Judaism. There are countries in which Hebrew prayers have 
been replaced by prayers in the vernacular. Fora little time, the movement 
has succeeded in stimulating an increased attendance, but it bas soon fallen off, 
and, in some congregations has ceased altogether. Therefore I believe that if 
to-morrow a change of language were introduced in our pravyers,a death-blow 
would be dealt to onr best traditions. Havirg these matters in view, some of 
our young friends suggested the necessity of such meetings for promoting the 
etudy of Hebrew Literature. These meetings have had a great success, but I 
am, perhaps, a little disappointed that in these classes the study of the Hebrew 
language has not been prosecuted as zealously as I had anticipated. Still I am 
proud to say that since their establishment, and through the stimulus thos 
offered, one gentleman at ieast has distinguished himself in the study of Hebrew 
Literature. Even this is a positive gain. I have also to mention that in this 
audience there is a young girl who is devoting herself to the study of Hebrew. 
Let us hope that even these isolated efforts will produce ripe fruit. I must be 
particalariy careful to mention that the subject of these discussions bas no refer- 
ence whatever to any movement now taking place in the community. It was 
suggested last year, before any movement of the kind was conceived. 

But a few years ago—a very few years egu—it was supposed that 
the earth's age was, so to epeak, of yesterday. All remains which were 
found in the earth were regarded simply as peculiarities of nature, and 
I myself heard a preacher say that when men come across skeletons in 
the earth they may lock upon them as abnormal phenomena, and assume 
that they were created thus. As the world grew wiser, geology grew into 
a science, and it became necessary to determine the age of the world from 
the earth's strata. What takes place in science must take place in estimating 
the value of institutions, and especially of such an institution as the Jewish 
ritual. In a great many people the absence of knowledge is so great that they 
are almost able to. assert piously chat the 7Zephillah which we now have, was 
handed down to us from Moses at Sinai. Such persons are consistent in one 


thing, namely that they have as great or even greater respect for the Ritual than | 


the Ten Commandments. People talk of the redaction of our prayera by the 
NOID we, forgetting what that term meavs. The ANIA NID LIN were 
pot even a synod, but consisted of a succession of men, having their origin with 
Ezra, and ending Jate in the days of the Mishna, and covering a period of 
hundreds of years. The prayers which we possess—even our original prayers— 
were a conglomeration of compositions whose origin is to be sifted and weighed 
by the scrutiny of history. If we apply to them this test, we soall find that 
what we term our.statute prayers are very few in number, and even they were 
altered from time to time to euit the circumstances of the age in which Jews lived, 
Let me now leave our prayer-bock, and pass in review some general outlines 
of what we may term the growth aud development of Prayer inour nation. Prayer, 
jndging from Luman wants and aspirations, must have been coeval with man 
himself. The Unseen must always bave exercised a certain charm and inflnence 
even over the untutored mind. The first indication of prayer in the Bible is the 
expression of entreaty uttered by Cain to God, in mitigation of his punishment— 
“ Behold, Thon hast driven me out this day from the face of the earth, and from 
Thy face shall I be hid ; and I shall be a fugitive and a vagabond in the earth ; 
and it snall come to pass, that everyone that findeth me ehall slay me.” (Gen. 
v.13, 14) A «ore statutory form of prayer seems to have had ite origin later 
in the days of Enosh, when wen became infirm, and knew inany wants before 
tnkvuown, “Then men began to call upon the name of the Lord.’ (1bid iv. 26.) 
We find no further development of this institution—sacrifice, of which we read, 
is a form of adoration and not of prayer—until the days of Abraham. He was 
the first man to promote the practice of prayer, for wherever he went he pro- 
claimed the name of God. The Talmud implies that this was in opposition to 
the idolatry which was prevalent at this time. But I think that idolatry itself 
was the expression of a form of prayer, that is of reliance on the Disposer and 
Giver of all things. The first and most beautiful prayer of Abrahato which is 
narrated is that short entreaty for Sodom, which is not only exquisite In pathor, 
nat also an exact embodiment of the principles of Judaism, being a prayer for 
sinners who were outside the creed he tanght. To say that his prayer was 
beautiful is to imply that it was short, for all beaatiful prayers must be short. 
Long prayers cannot have that sense of devotion which is essential to prayer. 
The characteristic of prayer is ejaculation. Prayer is the expression of a tem- 
porary feeling. Another example of prayer is given in the account of Abrabam . 
return from victory, when he is met by the high priest who also expresses him- 
self in devotion to Noy on, “the Most Tigh God,” or. (a8 some more recent 
commentators explain the phrase) “the God Elion.”

I think it right to state to this class my opinion that none of the poetic des- 
criptions which abound in Scripture were uttered exactly by the mouths to which 

i¢y are attributed. Poetry is written and not spoken. herefore, of the whole 

lessing of Jacob, I believe that only 
exact utterance. Agaiv, when Pharaoh was in trouble, he sent for Moses and 
asked him to make an entreaty for him, as Abimelech had done before with 
Abrabam. No doubt, prayer was part of the Egyptian service, but I believe 


the prayer was bis own, 
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that the prayers of the Egyptians were akin to the prayers of the Hindoos—the 
Vedas, as seen in Rig-Veda-Sanhita—ell being simply forms of adoration, and 
consisting in the repetition of certain formule which answered certain charms. 
A true form of prayer is such as we find uttered by Moses when he prayed for 
the recovery of the leproas Miriam. It was a very short prayer: “ Heal her 
now, O God, I beseech Thee” (Numbers xii. 13). That was the extent of his 
prayer, and akin to his grander prayer on the Mount asking pardon for 
the sin «f the golden calf. The only aathorization in the Bible of 
prayer as an institution for the priests, is the “Benediction of the 
Cobanim.” This is not, as people suppose, a Messing imparted by the priests 
to the people. It is not in the power of the priests to bless, but only to invoke 
a blessing. The whole benediction of the priests is not so much prayer as an 
asseveration, but a petition to God to bless. The Talwud—on the passage, “ And 
they shall put My name on the children of Israel and I will bless them” 
(Nombers vi. 27)—distinctly asks, “Who shall bless the priests ?” and explains 
the passage to mean, “If they will pnt My name on the children of Israel, 
I will bless them, the priests.” The other authorization of prayer is for the 
people. It is a grand old prayer which has been handed down to us in so 
emphasized a form. On presenting their tithes in the Temple, a declaration 
of acknowledgment of the divine goodness was made by the bringer of 
the offering, and it concluded with a prayer: “Look down from Thy holy 
habitation from heaven, and bless Thy people Israel, and the land which Thou 
hast given us, as Thou swarest unto our fathers, a land flowing with milk and 
honey” (Dent. xxxvi. 15). Prayer formed so little of a feature, as an insti- 
tution, in the five books of Muses, that they contain no direct injanction to 
the people in regard to formulated prayer. It is only by the Talmudical con- 
struction of a certain word that prayer is deduced to be part and parcel of Jewish 
worship. Before I say what that word is, 1 desire to call your attention to 
another circumstance. lt may be asked, is it poesible that prayer could ever | 
have been absent from the ritual of the nation? The answer is a very painfal, 
but true one. It is quite possible. It was not so in the ancestral religion. 
With the patriarchs, prayer formed the principal element ot worship. But, in 
the form which religion afterwards took, Jews became priest-ridden to the 
highest extent. To such an extent, indeed, that the Talmud, the most truthfol 
book after the Bible, never attempts to disguise the fact. The Talmud says: 
nation out of the midst of the other. The one was idolatrous, and so was the 
other.” Now, let us read the extraordinary passage to which the injunction of 
prayer is referred. After Moses had been favoured.(to nee human language) 
with a Divine interview, he was instructed to tell tie people, “When thou hast. 
brought forth the people ont of Egypt, ye shall serve God on this mount” 
(Exodus iii. 12). Now, the word 72), “to serve,” here used, has the remarkable 
signification- of “to pray.” We only derive the notion of prayer from the 
Biblical passage 03335533 y72y >, “ and to serve Him with all your heart,” on 
which the Talmud remarks, “ What service is rendered by the heart? Prayer.” 
It would seem, then, that Morairm in Moses’s own mind was something altogether 
different to what it became by necessity after the sin of the golden calf. Moses 
wished that prayer should play a principal part in religion. There was no idea 
of sacrifices, originally. “ When thou bringest the people out of Egypt, ye shall 
serve God on this mount.” According to the Talmud and our best commentators, 
the Sedrahs and were given after, and not before There is 
no mention in the Ten Commandments of anything like sacrifice. Even when the 
development of the Law was given later, there was no mention of public eervice— 
D’DawDN APN}. They were civil statutes. It is true that connected with them 
we read of some ariangements about the festivals, but the Bible was not written 
in chronological order, THAI yx. Consequently, it is impossible to 
conceive that the laws of sacrifice together with the commandment even of the 
Tabernacle itself, with its complex and (to me, looking at it from a higher 
point of sent material form of ceremonial, were given till after the 
children of Israel lapsed into idolatry. The nation was too degraded to form the 
basis cf its service on anything so refined as prayer. Owing to their long stay 
in Egypt, they required something more gross and material, and sacrifice gives 
us a materialistic idea of God. The Mmm, “sweet savour,’ means, if it 
means anything at all, a smell pleasant to God, and all our notione, which aro . 
the result of a more highly developed intellect, we read into the words, taking the 
words themselves out of their own ordisary meaning. Now, we have, on the one 
hand, Moses’s desire to elevate the people by a service of prayer, and, on the 
other, a people so degraded, that it was neceseary to make sacrifice the mode of 
worship to God. This introduction brings us to the time when prayer and 
sacrifice came into competition. In future discussions, it will be my object to 
show how completely distinct they were from each other, running for the most 
part in parallel lines and seldom meeting, except in the case of some national 
misfortune or under the immediate instruction of the prophets. 1 hope, how- 
ever, that other gentlemen besides myself will contribute Papers on this subject. 
And I trust, especially, that any Papers which are read here, will have the effect 
of teaching us higher and more enlightened ideas of the God whom we should 
serve with all our hearts, and with all our souls and with all our might. 

The reading of the Paper—so termed, for it waa entirely extempore, and 
not even assisted by notes—was followed by a lengthened discussion, in which 
the Revs.

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THE LATE SIR FRANCIS GOLDSMID.* 


We referred in an article last week to the publication of the or tert Se 
Sir Francis Goldsmid. The public and general part of the work has been 
written by Professor Marke. That - of the biography which refers to Jewish 
matters has been compiled by the Rev. A. Liwy. A few words prefixed to the 
volume intimate that it ie an offering by Lady Goldemid to the memory of her 
husband, In thie case history is published whilst it is fresh. The bio- 

phers have not allowed the interest of the life to evaporate before they 
fave issued their account of it. it comes out clearly from this biography 
that Sir Francis Golsmid had many titles to the respect and friendship of the 
world. The biography has, indeed, its faults of taste. There are trivialities in 
the narrative. Some of the episodes of Sir Francis Goldemid’s life are very 

ely treated. His munificent charities aro, perbaps necessarily, dismissed 
with almost sacred silence. 

Sir Francis Goldsmid was one of the warmest supporters of University Col- 
lege, London, which his father bad taken a prominent part in founding ; he 
endowed at his own cost the chair at that institution, which Professor Clifford held; 
and he was the first Jew who was called to the Bar, He took the oath at his 
call upon a bulky folio containing the Hebrew Pc ntateuch, specially provided by 
Sir Launcelot Shadwell, then Senior Bencher of Lincoln's Inn, who insisted that 
it was the only edition that had sufficient sanctity for the purpose. Long de- 
bates preceded the admission of Sir Francis Goldsmid to the degree of the 
Outer Bar, but at the end of his honourable career he was made Queen's Counsel 
and bencher of his Inn ; and a bust of him, presented by his widow, now stands 
in the hall of the honourable Society to which he belonged. Lord Macaulay in 
one of his amusing letters from town to his sister in the country, relates how he 
went toa ball ai the house of Goldsmid the Jew, and danced with Hebrew 
maidens as fair as Jessica, The house which Macaulay visited as a young map, 
was that of Isaac Lyon Goldsmid, the father of the subject of the memoir now 
published. The family had settled in England in 1740, coming from Cassel, im- 
poverished by the Seven Years’ War. The brothers Benjamin and Abraham 
Goldsmid were great figures in English finance in the 18th century ; and 
Abraham Goldsmid received at his house at Morden Farmer George, who called 
his loyal subject “‘ My good friend, Abraham the Jew.” Isaac Lyon Goldemid 
was a nephew of these brothers, and members of the ancient bullionist firm of 
Mocatta and Goldsmid. He devoted great care to the education of his son 
Francis Goldsmid, and introduced him at an early period into public life, in 
which he himself was engrossed with the question of the political emancipation 
of the Jews. This part of modern history nas been told not long ago in reference 
to the career of the late Baron Lionel de Rothschild. Sir Francis Goldsmid 
entered with ardour into the struggle, for success in which his legal education 
had given him peculiar qualifications. He published letters and pamphlets with 
indefatigable energy, and while he was pressing the political claims of his 
brethren, and pursuing an active professional career, he found time to reform 
the worship of the synagogue. He preached one of the first sermons delivered 
in English, the wardens of the synagogue which still stands in St. .Alban’s 
Place having conceded to him the use of their pulpit; and he led the 
schism, now nearly healed, which resulted in the establishment of a 
Reformed Congregation of British .ews. The fortune to which he succeeded 
upon his father’s death was very large, and his donations to charitable objects 
were munificent in proportion. He gave land impartially fur churches and 
chapels, left £20,000 to his synagogue, and £50,000 to University Collége and 
the College Hospital. He was specially interested in female education, and for 
along time a Jady acted as his~-private secretary. He was born in Spital 
Square, in the old Jewish quarter in London, in 1808. He died a member of 
the Imperial legislature, with St. John’s Lodge, Regent's Park, as his town-house 
and a country residence at Rendcomb Park, Cirencester. Throughout his life he 
p:ofessed and strictly practised the Jewish religion. 

In his later years Sir Francis Goldsmid had occasion to make several 
demonstrations in public on behalf of oppreseed communities of Jews in the 
East. After he retired from the bar he lived, in many respecte, the ordinary life 
of a land-owner ; and it was in returning from a meeting of trustees of some 

arish schools that he met with the accident at Waterloo Station which caused 
is death. _ But to him in his country-house at Rendecomb Park came letters in 

Hebrew, Greek, Arabic, German and Russian imploring protection, intercession 

relief. In 1862 he had made use of the position in the House of Commons 

which the suffrages of bis fellow-citizens had given bim to call attention to a 

remarkable persecution of Jews in Saratow in Kussia. The result of hie recital 

of a tale of unmerited suffering, such as the House never listens to with indiffer- 
ence, was that the facts were brought to the knowledge of the Czar himself - 
and several of the victims who were expiating an imaginary crime in Siberia 
were released, and returned to their homes. His speech op that occasion is re- 
printed in the memoir before us, ana is an admirable example of clear statement 
of facts and judicial criticism of evidence. Asa result bis brethren throughout 
the world when in trouble addressed theméclves to Sir Francis Goldsmid : he 
was accustomed to sift their statements and to champion tkeir cause when it 
seemed a righteous one. This zpotevia, this office of bringing the light of 

English public opinion to bear upon the tyrannies practised on his people in the 
dark places in the earth, le shared with Sir Mores Montefiore, Baron de Roths- 
child, the Chief Rabbi and Dr. Benisch. But he was to take steps which put the 

office on a permanent basis. From about 1860 he was the principal correspond: nt 
in England of a society formed by M. Crémieux and others in France. under the 
title of the Alliance Israélite, for the purpose of assisting with advice and 

charities in money outraged or backward congregations of Jews in less fortunate 

countries than England or France; and when the resources of the French societ y 
were foratime cutoff by the prostration which followed the siege of Paris, he estab- 
lished, in conjunction with Dr. Benisch, the late editor of the Jewish Chronicle 
the Anglo-Jewish Association, for the purpose of continuing the help to schools 
and congregations in Eastern Europe, Asia and Africa, which would otherwise 
have been abandoned. Mr. Jacob Wa’ey, one of the Conveyancers to the Court 
of Chancery, was the first President of this body, and he was succeeded by Baron 
Henry de Worms. It is believed to have done good not only by administering 
eubscriptions, but by keeping the public informed of wrongs which would 
otherwise have been suffered in silence without any effort on the part of free 
peoples to remedy them. The sufferings of Jews in Roumania in 1872 were so 
exceptionally severe, that a special Committee was formed to appeal to public 
opinion agaiust the _Oppressive laws and the outrages of mobs; and of tbi 
Committee Sir Francis Goldemid was President. It has since been dissolved, 
bat it helped during its existence to call attention to the unfortunate state of 
~ Jews in the Principalities, The memoir before us is adequate on teaiete

18th, 1878, a letter of condolence to Lady Goldsmid, in which he says: v 


Dear Lady Goldsmid,—1 have hesitated to write till the present tim : 

I ought not tointrude. Yet I now cannot forbear writing to say how doops that 
thise with you, and how often Mrs. Ellicott and I have thought of you and son 
fn the great sorrow through which you have been called to pass. ~ 

It seems only a few days since that I saw your dear husband in this very place 
(the Athenewum), and had a pleasant chat with him. To think that so sock Gan 
gentle spirit should have been called home ! 

Like all who knew him, I had a deep respect for him. I knew how generous he 
was, how philanthropic, how ever ready to help all who justly needed it. Mr. Medd. 
of North Cerney, only a few weeks ago, was telling me of the good he was doing and 
the kindness he was showing. 

It is a blessed thought that “ The souls of the righteous are in the hands of God.” 

I will not further intrude, but only will beg of you not to trouble and pein your 
spirit by answering this. God bless you and keep you. |

The biography contains the following eketch of the Goldsmid family which 
will be read with interest : 


Francis Henry, second son of Isaac Lyon and Isabel Goldsmid. was born in 
Spital Square, in the East of London, May 1, 1808. The Goldamid or Goldschmidt 
family, had long been settled in Cassel. a town on the Falda. They suffered 
severely from the disastrous Seven Years’ War, which stripped them of a consider- 
able part of their fortune, and induced them to leave their country. Very soon after 
the Peace of Paris, and the consequent termination of the war, Aaron Goldsmid r- 
moved with his family to England, and established himself in London as a merchant 
about the year 1740. Two of his sons, Benjamin and Abraham, rose to fortune and 
distinction as capitalists, and they were exclusively employed by Mr. Pitt, during the 
whole period of his administration, for contracting loans for the British Government 
to maintain the costly war against France. The wealth acquired by these brothers 
was devoted, in a very large measure, to works of benevolence without distinction 
of race or creed. The pictures of the brothers Cheeryble, which Dickens has painted 
in one of his novels, do not bring out the features of sympathy and kindness in 
greater prominence than they were displayed in the every day life of the brothers 
Goldsmid. Their munificent charities, combined with their well-tried patriotism, of 
which England witnessed striking instances in the time of its need, tended to lift 
them out of the narrow circle of Jews which prejwilice and intolerance then con- 
fined to their own community, and to create for them a distinguished social position. 
Amongst the eminent persons whom Abraham Goldsmid frequently entertained, were 
the Prince Regent, afterwards George the Fourth, the Duke of Sussex, Lord Nelson. and 
others. On one occasion his mansion at Morden was honoured with a visit from 
King George the Third, who stayed to take luncheon with his host whom his Majesty 
called his “* good friend, Abraham the Jew.” Asher, second son of Aaron Goldsmid. 
entered into partnership with Mr. Jacob Mocatta of: the firm of Mocatta and 
Goldsmid, Bullion Brokers to the Bank of England, established by Mr. Lumbrozo de 
Mocatta in 1694, and which exists still. He married Misa Keyser. who brought him 


a numerous family. the three first of whom died in early infancy. In 177s there 
was born to him a fourth child, whom Mr. Goldsmid was induced to name “ Isaac 
at the request of a learned Rabbi, an inmate of the house. “1 have.” saul the good 


Rabbi, “a presentiment that this boy will live and ripen into manhood, and that the 
Great Disposer of events will suffer him to accomplish for your descendants the same 
blessing that was promised to the Patriarch Abraham, ‘ through Isaac shall thy seed 
be renowned.’ ”’ 

Isaac Lyon Goldsmid received an education as sound and liberal as could be 
bestowed at that time on a youth who, by reason of the religion he professed, was 
excluded from the National Universities, Gifted with rare mental powers, he 
mastered the school curriculum and acquired scholarly tastes and habits, which he 
retained throughout life. In 1804,he married his cousin Isabel, daughter of Abraham 
Goldsmid, and began his active career as a partner in the house of Mocatta and 
Goldsmid. He also entered as a Member of the Stock Exchange, for the business 0! 
which he was singularly adapted by his prudence and intelligence, his foresight and 
his natural quickness. Ata later period he became a capitalist, and engaged 1D 
transactions of considerable magnitude ; and as his success was rapid and brilliact, 
he was enabled to build up again the fortunes of his house, which had been greatly 
impaired in 1812, by the tragical death of Abraham Goldsmid. 

Mr. Isaac Lyon Goldsmid, though deeply immersed in financial affairs, was very 
far from being wholly engrossed in the accumulation of wealth. He took a lively 
interest in all the progressive movements which dislinguished the first quarter of the 
present century. He was elected a Fellow of the Royal Society, into which no Jew - 
had been previously received. and he was a patron, as well as a member, of several 
other learned and scientific institutions. His sympathy, his labour, and his purse 
were freely devoted to the promotion of Lancastrian Schools, and to the benevolent 
schemes identified with the names of Clarkson, Wilberforce, Brougham, Zachariah 
Macaulay, aml Mrs. Fry :; and he assisted materially in bringing to bear many 4 
commercial project, such as the Continental Gas Company and the London Docks. as 
well as other works of public usefulness. Whilst adbering stedfastly to the regio” 
of Moses, and scrupulously observing its ritual precepts, he was widely tolerant, antl 
never suffered conscientious differences of belief to stand in the way of persoDa 
friendship or social intercourse, nor to intercept the free action of his benevolence. 


The admis-ion of Sir Francis to the Bar ia described as follows :

and in the caitylog out of this design we have incidentally a very graphic 
account of the founding and of the purposes of the Anglo-Jewish Association, as 
well as a connected history of the various foreiga persecutions, from the date of 
the Mortara case in 1858 to the recent Roumanian outrages, from which Jews 
have suffered and for which Sir Francis ever consistently laboured, with tongue 
and pen and puree, to find redress. Not less interesting, from the historical 
standpoint, is Professor Marks’s spirited outline of the action taken by the 
Goldsmid family for the removal of Jewish disabilities. The whole story of 
the doubts and the difficulties of that period is vividly recalled to us in the 
Profeseor’s own nervous English, down to its successf dem when, “in July 

1256, the «mancipation of the Jews was accomplished after twenty-nine years 
of agitation” (p. 62). The liberal share taken by Sir Francis in the foundation 


. and in the maintenance of University College Hospital is also eloquently dwelt 


upen, and the pages devoted to strictly communal matters, such as the Reform 
movement and the establishment of the Infant School, will also be read with 
much ioterest.

LitErARrY Notres.—M. Isidore Loeb. of Paris, has just published an interesting 
pamphlet on the enigmatic name “ Taxo,” the Levite, which occurs in the apocryphal 
book “ Assumptio Moses,” discovered and published by Dr. Ceriani, of Milan, in his 
“Monumenta Sacra et Profana.’ M. Loeb believes that the “ Assumptio” was 
written by a Jew in the Hebrmo-Aramean dialect at the time of the war of Hadrian 
against Bar Coch'ba (136-137).—Dr. S. Salfeld, Rabbi at Dessau, has issued, in one 
volume, his articles on the Jewish interpretation of the Canticles (scattered through 
several numbers of the “ Magazin fiir die Wissenschaft des Judenthums,” edited by 
Dr. Berliner), under the title of “ Das Hohelied Salomon’s bei der Judischen Erklirern 
des Mittelalters.”"—Prof. lenazio Giudi, of Rome, contributes to the last number of 
the Antologia Israelitica, published at Corfu. an interesting article on the 122nd Psalm. 
He suggests that a pious Jew. who lived far from Jerusalem, saluted the re-built city 
and the Temple with this Psralm.—Dr. A. Harkavy has published the first part of 
“ Studien und Mittheilungen aus der Kaiserlichen Oeffentlichen Bibliothek za St, 
Petersburg.” which contain« the greater part of the poetical pieces of Samuel Ha- 


- Nagid (the Prince), Vezir of Granada (1027-1055), The editor gives in a Hebrew 


preface a short biography of the poet. The notes, also in Hebrew, contain historical 
and philological dissertations. The Arabic euperscriptions of the various poems give 
many unknown historical data, and confirm many others to be found in Andalusian 
historians, The other parts which Dr. Harkavy promises, will contain documents on 
the last Gaonim, on the Samaritans and Karaite=.as well as letters by deceased 
Jewish sarants, such as Rapoport, S. D. Luzzatto and others.—Prof. Jules Oppert, of 
Paris, has paid a long visit to the Assyrian Department of the British Museum, to 
examine the new acquisitions of that Department.—The At/icnewm publishes, as a 
specimen, a few lines of the English translation of the Creation Tablets, published 
for the first time by the late George Smith, parallel with M. Opperts French transla- 
tion, which has just appeared in the Appendix to M. Ledrain’s first volume of his 
Histoire d'Israel.”’ 

Jewish Workixc Men's Civs—On Sunday evening, Miss Helen Taylor 
delivered a very interesting lecture on “ School Boards and their Duties,” at the 
Jewish Working Men's Club and Institute, Hutchison Street, Aldgate. Miss Downing 
(a candidate in the Tower Hamlets Division for election as member of the London 
School Board) presided. Miss Taylor reviewed at len gth the duties required of 
School Boards and the manner in which those duties had generally been discharged. 
She spoke of the drawbacks with which the Boards had had to contend, and applauded 
the heroic manner in which the poor had endeavoured, as a rule, to comply with the 
requirements of the Education Acts. Miss Taylor emphatically insisted upon the 
necessity of there being a proportion of lady members upon every School Board, who 
could give attention to those details which gentleman were too apt to overlook, and 
devote special attention to the arrangements connected with the provision for the 
education of girls. She also pointed out several reforms which were desirable in the 
constitution and work of Schvol Boards. A short discussion followed the lecture. 
On the proposition of Mr. M. Joseph, a hearty vote of thanks was passed to Miss 
Taylor for her highly interesting lecture. A vote of thanks to Miss Downing (who 
received a very flattering reception) was also passed.—On Saturday evening, an

llof the Royal Lyceum Visconti, the old Roman College, before the Prefect and 
civil authorities. A speech was delivered by the President of the asylums, Signor 
Giacomo Alatri, who did not fail to remark that a few years ago the Israelites were 
forbidden to enter the precincts of the college wherein they were now assembled. 
The children sang in choir and recited dialogues, and went through exercises to the 
sound of their own voices, which exercises are termed by the Italians ‘gymnastic 
songs. It was very charming to see the grace and procidion with which the infants 
went through their various ormances, clapping their hands and stamping with 
their feet at lar interv It was remarked that none of the children recited 
anything in Hebrew, nor was a single Hebrew melody sung. Two-thirds of the 
children were ignorant of the Hebrew alphabet, The Italians are sensible that the 
reeent system of teaching children gymnastics and military exercises may be carried 
too far. In fact, the children devote all their attention to preparing for these annual 
exhibitions and neglect more important studies. Cesare Corrente, a former 
Minister of Public Instruction, denounced this system as tending to make 
the boys and girls parrots, apes, or mere machines, This theatrical 
sort of education excites the vanity of the pupils, and produces a dangerous 
effect on the minds of young persons. In the printed prospectus of these asylums 
such importance is attached to the games, that the medical certificate for admission 
must declare that the candidate has no defect to render him or her unfit for gym- 
na tics. Therefore a lame child cannot enter these asylume. Neither can a dwarf 
or deformed child be received, for another certificate must declare that the child must 
not have any defect which would render it an object of ridicule to the other 
children. Badly dressed and shoeless children are rejected. Considering that these 
asylums are intended for poor children, and receive a contribution from the Manici- 
pality, these regulations concerniag entrance seem rather unfeeling and rigorous, 

Rvssta.—The Russky Yevray has been informed that a new Industrial School for 
Jewish children bas been opened in Minsk. 

Avustro-HunGAry.—The Hungarian Minister of Public Worship and Instruction, 
inspected the Land-Rabbi School at Buda-Pesth on the 26th October. His Excellency 
was received by Herr Martin Schweiger, President of the Jewish Chancellery for 
Hungary, and by the Secretary, Dr. Joseph Simon. The Minister minutely examined 
the students in various subjects, putting his questions both in the German and 
Iiungarian languages. His Excellency was especially interested in the rare MSS, 
and printed works on the shelves of the library of: the institation.—The 25th anni- 
versary of the opening of the Jewish school at Brody, in Gallicia, was celebrated a 
few weeks ago, in the presence of the Governor, Count Potocki, who handed to the 
Director and to two of the principal teachers the Orders conferred on them by the 
Emperor, in honour of the event. Ritter von Kalir, who has been President of the 
school since its foundation, was made an Honorary Citizen of the town on the 
occasion, and in the evening he was serenaded by a torchlight procession, the town 
being at the same time illuminated.
